EW YORK, April 19.—The story of how the Titanic met 
its fate was told today to the United States Senate investi- 
gating committee into the Titanic disaster by J. Bruce Is- 
may, managing director of the White Star line. When 


asked the circumstances under which he left the boat, Ismay replied 
in almost a whispet: 
— 


"One of the bo'ats was being filled'. Officers called out to know 


ifithere were ahy more women to go. There was_ngn_e. No passen- 
giijfes were on the deck/As the boat was being lowered I got into it." 


The 'details of the story were being drawn out "by_ Senator Wil- 


liam Alden Smith, chairman of tHt special, sub-committee charged 
with the examination of witnesses, and Senator Newlands. the other 
Senator who came to New York to conduct the inquiry. 
FranKlin Accompanies Ismay 


Ismay was accompanied by P. A. S. Franklin, vice-president, and 


Emerson E. Parvin, secretary of the International Mercantile" Ma- 
rine. 


^Besides the committees, Representative Hughes of West Vir- 


giuto, whose daughter, Mrs. Lucien" P. Smith, was saved and whose

son-in-law was lost, was present. Another spectator was Truman 
H. Newberry, former assistant secretary-of the navy. Charles Bur- 
lingame appeared as counsel for Ismay and the International Mer- 
cantile Marine Company. 
Nervous While on Stand 
, 


Ismay was visibly nervous when he took the stand. ^ He gave his 


ageas 50'years. 


"Kindly tell the committee all the circumstances surrounding 


your voyage," said Senator Smith. "Tell us as succinctly as possi- 
ble, beginning with boarding the vessel at Liverpool," your place on 
rthc ship and as many circumstances as possible to help this commit- 
tee."

"First, I wish to say that I court the fullest inquiry." said Ismay. 


"This awful catastrophe, I must say at the outset, I greatly de- 
plore. We have nothing to conceal, nothing to hide^ 


"The boat left Belfast, I think, on the first of April. She under- 


went her trials safely- and arrived at Southampton Wednesday, 
April 3, I think. We sailed on Wednesday, April 10, leaving South- 
ampton at 12 o'clock noon. That evening the Titanic reached Cher- 
bourg, having run at about sixty-eight revolutions. 
\ 


More Than 500 Miles Made Daily 


"We arrived at'Queenstown Thursday noon. The Titanic was 


then running at seventy, revolutions. 
The first day, I think, we 


made about,467 miles. The next day we increased the speed to 
seventy-two revolutions and I think we made 519 miles. The next 
day we increased to seventy-five revolutions and ran about 546 to 
549 miles. 


"The accident took place on Sunday night. The exact time I do 


not know because I was asleep. The ship sank, I am told, at 2:30. 


"I understand you have been>told the Titanic was running at full 


spied. It never had run at full 'speed. 


"She was built to go eighty revolutions and had never been 


speeded up tp that. We never had all her boilers--working. It was 
our intention to speed the boat up to,her~full quota on Tuesday, but 
the catastrophe prev^i.r-.I it."

STARTS FROM STOVE. 


The" fire was discovered by Patrick 


Hanley, fireman of the Institution. In 
the ceiling of the firsffloor over the 
kitchen.

Wilson had been 
preparing the meals for the patients. 


It Is considered fortunate that the 


fire occurred at this 'time, because 
there was a minimum number of pa- 
tients In the hospital.

morning, 'and owing to the low pressure 
of wnter in the surrounding mains, gut-1 
ted the building.

The Hamlin hospital was built by Dr. 


O. D. Hamlin of Oakland ten years ago 
at a cost of $12,000. It was of brick, alato 
roofed, and stood at the northeast cor- 
ner of tho Institute campif*.

' G E N E R A L ALARM. 


The general alarm of fire brought tho 


entire department of the ' city to the 
scene and five hoses were rigged on the 
place. 
It was Immediately discovered 


that the pressure was short, there being 
hardly enough t*ater to fill one hose. 
Despite this handicap Fire Chief James 
Kenney and his men fought desperately 
and were able to prevent the spread of 
the flames to surrounding structures. 


The Interior of the building was com- 


pletely gutted and the walls and roofs 
largely demolished. 
Immediately upon 


the discovery of the flames a number 
of students of the school and members 
of the faculty assisted In removing from 
the building a considerable portion of Its 
equipment.

passengers that hundreds of despairing passengers had to be left to 
their fate.

into the lifeboats, but this is denied by Ismay himself. Stunned by 
the immensity of the tragedy, he had Httle to say except that he had 
h'eard of the investigation which the United States Senate had be- 
gun, and to express his full willingness tq assist the Senate commit- 
tee in its inquiry.

The confidence that the ship on 
which they had started across the sea 
was sure to bring thorn «Bf«»iv here 
was now turned to utter helplessness. 
But the shock of learning that their 
lives.,were in peril was hardly greater 
than the relief when, at dawn, a lai-ge 
steamer's smokestack was seen on the 
horizon apd eager eyes soon made out 
that the vesel was making for the 
rcene. 


SURVIVORS WEltL TREATED. 
The rertcue ship proved to be the 
Carpathia, which bad received the 
Tltanic's dcstress signals by wireless.

The rescued were in all conditions of 
dress and undress and the women on 
the Carpathia vied with one another 
in supplying missing garments.

the four days' cruise back to New 
York many who had realized that 
thtlr experiences would be awaited 
by the anxious world put their stories 
to paper while their nerves wero still 
at tension from the excitement of the 
disaster they had escaped.

"We struck a glancing blow, not 


head on, as some persons have sup- 
posed. The iceberg, so great was the 
force of the blow, tore the snip's 
plates half way back, I think, al- " 
though I can not say definitely. There 
was absolutely no disorder. 


"I liift in the laat boat 
I did not 


see the Titanic sink. I can cot re- 
member how far away the lifeboat 
in which I had bein towed from the 
ship was when it sank." 


Ismay began his Interview by read- 


Ing a prepared statement to this ef- 
fect: 


"In the presence and under the 


shadow of so overwhelming a trag- 
edy I am overcome with feelings ,100 
deep for words. The White Star line 
will do everything possible to allevi-

MEN 8N LIFEBOATS UTTER FERVID PRAYERS 


ARMY OFFICER CARRIED 


DOWN; IS RESCUED LATER 


Denies There Was Panic; Recounts 'nci- 


deats in Last Minutes of Disaster 


NEW YORK, April 19—Colonel Archi- 


bald Grade, U. S. A., the last man saved, 
went down with tho vessel, but was 
picked up. He was met last night by his 
daughter, who hod arrived from Wash- 
ington and his son-tn-law, Paul H. 
Fabrlcius. 


Colonel Gracle told a. remarkable story 


of personal hardships and denied em- 
phatically the reports that 
there had 


been any panic on board. He praised 
In the highest terms the behavior of both 
tho passengers and the crew and paid a 
high tribute to the heroism of the women 
passengers, 


"Mrs. Isldor Straus," he said, "went 


to her death because she would not de- 
sert h«r husband. Although ha pleaded 
with her to take her place In the boat, 
she steadfastly refused and when 
thft 


ship settled at the head the two were 
engulfed by the wave that swept her." 


Colonel Gracle told of how ha 
was 


driven to the topmost deck when the 
ship ~~ttled 'and was the sole survivor 
after t3ie wave that swept her just be- 
fore her final plunge hod passed. 


"I jumped wtth the wave," said he, 


"just as I often have jumped with the 
breakers at the seashore. By great good 
fortune I managed to grasp the brass 
railing on the deck above and I hung 
on by might and main. .When tho ship 
plunged down-1 was forced to let go, and 
I was swlrlea around and around for 
what seemed *O; bo an Interminable time. 
Eventually. I orune to the surface to find 
the sea a mass of tangled wreckage.

warnings of icebergs no slowing down 
of speed was ordered by the commander 
of the Titanic. There were other warn- 
ings, too. he said. 


"In the twenty-four hours' run end- 


Ing the 14th, he said, "the ship's run was 
548 miles, and then we wera told that 
the next twenty-four hours would see an 
even better record posted. No diminution 
of speed was Indicated In the run and 
the engines kept up their steady running. 
When Sunday evening came, we all no- 
ticed the Increasing cold which gave plain 
warning that the ship was In close prox- 
imity to Icebergs or Ice fields. 


"The officers, I am credibly Informed, 


had been advised by wireless from other 
ships of the presence of Icebergs and 
dapgorous fHes In that vicinity. The sea 
was as smooth as glass and the weather 
clear, so that It seems that there was no 
occasion for fear.

"When the vessel struck," he contln* 


ued, "the

Tho few that had appeared on deck early 
had taken their time to dress properly 
and there was not the slightest Indica- 
tion of panic.

FEARED BOILING ALIVE. 


'After staking with tfie ship it appeared 
me as ir it were propelled by some 


groat force through1 the -water. This might 
have been occasioned by explosions under 
the water. I recall that I'was most fear- 
ful of being- boiled to death. 


"Again ma again I prayer for deliver- 


ance, although I felt sure that the end 
had come. My greatest difficulty was in 
holding my breath until I c»m« to the 
surface. 


'I reached the surface after a time 
that teemed unending. There were dying 
men and women all about me, groaning 
and crying pltaously. I saw wreckage 
everywhere. A great crate-like block of 
wood floated within my grasp and I grab- 
bed It. However, I saw an overturned 
boat a short distance away and swam 
to It. I caught the arm of a man who 
grasped It, threw my leg over the boat 
and rested on It. 


"On this raft—It wa* really a collapsible 


boat that' was called a raft—there al- 
ready were lying more than twenty men, 
who saeroea to belong to the Tltanic's 
crew. 
Two men, ona In the bow and 


another in the stern, propelled us through 
the wreckage with piece* of wood which 
•nxwered for oars.

"Presently the raft became so full that 


It seemed she would sink If moro came 
aboard, and the crew, for self-preserva- 
tion, had to refuse to permit others to 
climb aboard.

FRIENDS PAY TRIBUTE 


TO CAPTAIN TED SMITH 


Master of Titanic Famous for Bravery and 


His Skill as Mariner 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 19.—Captain 


Edward J. (Ted) Smith was attached to 
San Francisco by two distinct ties (that 
are being recalled today. 
One was the 


fact that he became a master mariner 
In this city more than a quarter of a. 
century ago when he commanded ships 
of the Occidental and Oriental Steamship 
Company, sailing: from this port to Pa- 
cific ocean points. Another Is the friend- 
ship of Mrs. Ann O'Donnell, of 2726 Bry- 
ant street, this city, and of Captain J. 
H. Hinder of Berkeley. 
No matter what the rest of the world 
may say 'about "Ted" Smith, these two 
faithful friends have the same confidence 
In him today that they had when they 
first knew him—-Mrs. O'Donnell when he 
was a lad of 16 just horns from his first 
voyage Into strange places, and Captain 
Kinder when the two seafaring men were 
chums of the ocean and of the ports In 
which they frequently met. 
"H* wits one of the greatest mariners 
In' the world," says Captain Hinder ac 
the tears filled his eyes. 
"And 1 am 
sure that he died like a hero, going to 
hla death Into the same grave that cov- 
ers tho greatest vessel ever built. The 
Titanic was worthy of such a master as 
'Ted' Smith and 'Tod' was worthy of 
such a ship as the Titanic. I knew him 
when he sailed out of San Francisco 
and he had the reputation of being the 
Inferior of no man that ever trod a ship's 
bridge." 


HE WAS HERE AS A BOY. 


Mrs. O'Donnell feels very much like 
one who had lost a brother or a son. The 
lad that was the hero of all the lads In 
Kenley, England, 
his 
birthplace, has 
since been the hero of those some lads 
grown to manhood, and every night that 
nlghl 
asho 
Captain Smith was at sea or ashore h« 
wa* t'.ia object of the prayers of Mrs. 
O'Donnell. She knew the lad In Henley 
In 1865, nhcn ho was a tyke who lovad 
to wade barefoot Into the combers on 
the beach. His half-brother wa» Cap- 


tain Hancock, who sailed the seven seas 
from Henley, and the youngster 
was 
stirred by the stories told by the older 
man and determined to go to sea. The»-e 
was no denying the lad, and rather than 
force him to run away from home and 
sail with strangers, his brother snipped 
him In his 16th year, 1871. After that 
first voyage Ted returned home to thrill 
the youth of the town with his stories 
of having sailed to America, of his expe- 
rience In California, where the ship on 
which he made his first voyage touched, 
and with his mind firmly made up to 
spend the rest of his days on the ocean 
"Captain Smith loved the sea," said 
Mrs. O'Donnell. "From his boyhood days 
until be was placed In command of the 
greatest 
liners In the world ha felt1 a- 


strong attachment for the sailer's life. 
,. ''He was a kindly, thoughtful and ge- 
nial man. He never rose above his posi- 
tion, and I never knew him to forget that 
once ho' was listed on the ship's books 
as merely an able seaman. He never 
forgot his friends and loved to cherish 
memories of the days spent In tho little 
town In England. 


PAYS TRIBUTE TO 
MAN. 


"Capt. Smith was one of the bravest 
men that ever JiTed. He was never known* 
to have flinched In tbs face of the most 
serious danger. 
The utmost confidence 
was always placed In him by th« owners 
of the ships he commanded. He 
was 
thoroughly reliable 
and 
conscientious, 
and was loved by everyone who knew 
him. 
They 
could not help It. for hs 
seemed to be a man who wa« a friend to 
all who understood him. 
"He always expected to go down with 
his ship, and I know ha tried to do all 
In his power to save the llvsa of as manv 
passengers as possible. 
While he was 
supervising the taking off of the women 
and children, I know there was never a 
thought for himself. His family has been 
bereft of a loving husband and fathT, 
and I know his thoughts at the last mo- 
ments were for them."

The state- 
ment was made by me In my office 
^n conference with these men. They 
are responsible lor the publicity it 
has been given." 


Members of the city council de-

"I am very 
ssorry that we did not, at that time, 
.force Mr Anderson to be more ex- 
plicit, since his failure to name the 
office leaves each office in San Fran- 
cisco and Oakland under suspicion of

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Meeting Death With Honor 


Barring exceptions, singularly few in number considering the circumstances and the 


motley character of the assemblage on board, the behavior of the passengers and crew on 
board the Titanic reflects honor on the human race and the American name. The most 
conspicuous example of selfishness and cowardice was shown in an unexpected quarter. 
The president of the White Star Company, descendant of a famous line of shipowners, 
violated the first law of the chivalry of the sea, "Save the women and children first," 
and saved himself, leaving his passengers to drown, although the catastrophe was di- 
rectly due to his orders to crowd the ship with all possible speed across the ocean. 


But the captain, who had obeyed order5? of Ms superiors and was not responsible 


for the neglect of obvious precautions, stayed at his post, did, all in his power to save 
the lives of his passengers and went down with his ship like a true sailor. If he made 
mistakes he paid the penalty like a man. His last thought was for the safety of others. 
His fidelity to his trust and his faithfulness to the traditions of the sea are in shining 
contrast to the ignoble discretion displayed by the head of his company, J. Bruce 
Jsmay. It sounds queer to apply the name Bruce to such a man. 


Major Archibald Butt, President Taft's'military aide, died like a soldier and a 


gentleman. The last seen of him he was standing erect on the deck of "ihe sinking ship 
in the attitude of attention. He was a gallant fellow, an honor to his profession and 
to the American army, and his death will fee mourned by many in San Francisco, where 
he had many acquaintances. Major Butt will be pleasantly remembered by all who came 
in contact with the President, for his kindly tact, his urbanity and his unfailing good 
fcumor. 


.Many other examples of manliness could be cited, for in the main the male passen- 


gers, whether they were in the steerage or the first cabin, bore themselves with becom- 
ing courage and fortitude. Colonel John Jacob Astor has been much • abused by the 
'American* press, but he showed the stuff of a man-in, the final extremity which, bares 
the souls of men. -His young wife was in a delicate condition, but he retired' with quiet 
dignity fitter handing her and her maid into a boat when reminded by an officer that 
no men weW-to embark until all the women and children were saved.. He stood back 
and saijk^with the ship. His millions could, not save him nor can they gild his conduct, 
but neither did they disclose base metal in him -when reduced to the common level in dire

', There was no panic. All the passengers agree upon that point, and none of the 


sickening displays of frantic fear wMch such calamities sometimes bring out. The offi- 
cers of "iihe sMp did their duty with coolness and courage, and the discipline of the crew 
was admirable. It all speaks well for humanity and for British seamansMp. But it 
speaks better still for the self-control and fortitude of the army of passengers suddenly 
brought face to "face with death under circumstances which, try men's souls and tempt 
them to lapse into primitive savagery. 


After the great horror has subsided a pathetic pride will be taken in the way the 


doomed- passengers met their fate and behaved in their last moments. Some of the 
women refused to leave their husbands, preferring a watery grave to separation under 
the circumstances. Kace, sex nor condition stand equal in the common display of nobility 
and heroism thiit honors man and modern cvilization. While the survivors will be con- 
gratulated, the heart of humanity will linger with, pride and affection with those who 
went down with the fated ship. 


American Trails in Lifera/ure. 


Like'the Indians first seen by Columbus, or by the Norsemen, 


ye are.again discovered. Since the first settlements upon the old 
Atlantic seaboard it has been a fashion among Europeans to pay 
us a visit every little while to discover the real American, and in 
the pages of many writers from Charles Dickens to Rudyar,d Kip- 
ling, we have been permitted to sec ourselves as others see us.

<trt, our drama, our music, our novels and periodicals, even our pub- 
lic press is sentimental., "The Congressional Record still presents 
such specimens .of sentiment as are inexplicable to the Englishman, 
or Frenchman, or Italian." 


Dr. Perry, academician as he is, and so separated from the "vul- 


gar herd," is still perhaps not far enough away to get a good view 
of tts. We are no such simple matter as he seems to think. It is 
probablf that no one man may sec us today as we are; for our civil- 
ization has become too complex to be embodied in, a few chance 
epigrams. 


Kipling expressed one view of us in his "The American," in 


which occurs the following stanza: 


"Calm-eyed he scoffs at sword and crown 


Or panic-blinded stabs and slays; 


Blatant, he bids the world bow down, 


Or cringing, begs a crust of praise." 


Even this biting jibe has some truth about it, and yet is not by 


any means all, or a large portion of the truth. The American spirit 
is still in tne making. It WHb a niuic simple mallei 111 louO Luaii il 
is today. Heterogeneous foreign and native elements go to make 
uj> a chaotic conglomerate, which has not as yet features sufficient- 
ly salient and striking to permit of easy characterization. 


H, G. Wells, in his "The Future-of Americs." was ama/ed at our 


possibilities for good and for evil. It is perhaps the biggest truth 
that may be said of us that we are a nation of magnificent possibili- 


reaching onward into superb vistas of achievement.

Making a Record. \ 
An ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure. The complaint 


about the lack of boats on the Titanic, while well-grounded, does 
not touch the seat of the peril which transatlantic passengers on the 
fast steamship lines are compelled to brave. It is all very well to 
take every possible precaution for the saving of life after a disaster 
occurs, but it is infinitely better to overlook no precaution against 
the occurrence of disaster. 


The loss of the Titanic, with the attendant horrors and the shock- 


ing loss of life, was due primarily to the effort to make a quick p_as- 
sage. The ship took the shortest route across the Atlantic, which 
is especially dangerous, because of icebergs, at this season of the 
year, and she was being driven to her utmost speed. She was built 
for an eighteen-knot ship, and the quartermaster who was at the 
helm when the iceberg was struck says she was going at the rate of 
twenty-one knots an hour. 


She was trying to make a record. She did—the most tragic in 


marine annals The very reason which induced her owners to choose 
the northern passage prompted them to neglect the precaution of 
slowing up after icebergs had been sighted. 


The disaster occurred in 41.16 degrees north latitude, some 600 


miles south, of Cape Race, Newfoundland, where the Labrador and 
Greenland currents meet. > These currents bring down from the Arc- 
tic a vast majority of the icebergs which drift across the course of 
the transatlantic steamers. Thus the Titanic was going at the high- 
;est possible rate of speed in the most dangerous section of the pas- 
sage that is beset with greater peril than any other. The effort to 
make time is responsible for the disaster. What occurred after the 
ship struck the iceberg is a mere matter of detail. Had she been 
four or five degrees south shv would not have encountered the ice- 
floe, and there would have bc*n no, reason to complain of the short- 
age of boats. 


Which is not to say, however, that ocean steamships should not be 


better equipped with life-saving appliances. .Too great a depend- 
ance'was placed Jn the staunchness of the ship, and then there was 
too much trusting to luck in navigating her at a high speed in 
a perilous sea. 


Nothing can be said derogatory to the ship or the behavior of 


her officers. The Titanic was the very last word in marine con- 
struction. No element of staunchness was lacking, but with a 
strange fatuity the ship with her precious freight, was exposed to 
an entirely unnecessary peril. All because the slower route in a 
calmer sea free from the peril of icebergs and the fierce storms 
which sweep down from the Arctic seas, was purposely'ignored in 
the desire to "make a i ecord." 


Well, the record has been made. Let us hope it will never be 


equaled or surpassed, but retrain as testimony to the f<Mly "f man- 
kind and lesson to a speed-mad generation.

SAN FRANCISCO, April IS —Michael i 
'seph Conboy, on trial for the fifth tlmo 
r shooting and killing Bernard L^gan 
It Flllmore street nearly three years ago, 
wns found guilty of 
manslaughter last 
nlBlit 
He will be sentenced tomorrow 
mornlne at 10 o'clock by Judge B V Sar- 
gent of Montcroy cc-nty uho has been 
conducting: the cass in Judge Dunne's de- 
partment of thfl superior court 
The trial, which was shorter than any 
of the preceding onoa, was brought to a 
close carl> In 'ho afternoon and tho cuse 
went to the Jury shortly after 3 o'clock 
More than five hours wero spent in de- 
liberation over whether a recommenda- 
tion for clemency should be made In favor 
of the foimor police captain 
Tha flnal 
verdict was as follows 
"We, 
tho Jurv, flnfl the defendant, 
Michael Joseph Conboy, guilty of man- 
slaughter, with recommendation for the 
mercy of tho court. If possible, piobatton " 
Conboj, with his two daughter's, who 
liave been at his aide sinoe the beginning 
of his trouble, heard the verdict without 
change of countenance, and later all three 
thanked Judge Sargent for his fairness in 
handilnff the trial. Outside in the corridor, 
however, the young \iomen burst into 
tears and had to be escorted home 
No change v as made In the amount 
of bonds under which Conboy is held, and 
with the consent of Assistant District At- 
torneys Brennan and Cunha, who pros- 
ecuted the case ha was not taken into 
custody 
Joseph J Dunno, one of coun- 
sel for ihe defense, accepted responsibility 
for Conboy'a appeal pnce Saturday raorn- 
ng. 


RECORD IS UNIQUE. 


The record of trials of the foimer po- 
lice captain is unliue in the legal historj

TThon the crime \.ae com- 
mitted, Julj 23 1909, Conboy van, head 
of one cf the police companies, but was 
addicted to dr'nk 'White In an intoj.icat»cl 
condition he shot Bernard Lagan, a young 
busin 49 man, who had tried to help him 
out cf a Fillmore street gutter 
Conboy was dismissed summaiily from 
the department but no criminal charpe 
was brought until October of the Game 
year, when Lagan died from the effects 
of the wound and Conboy was held to 
answer tc the charge o£ murder 
Earlj 
in th«> year 1910 he was brought to trial 
lor the flrst time In Judge Dunne s court 
Self-defense was the plea of the pris- 
oner. and he has held to this during: the 
succeeding trials 
On February IT. 1910 
the flrst trial ended In a disagreement, 
with the jury standing 11 to 1 for con- 
viction.

"by 
physicians to be no condition In Which 
it Is necessary to prescribe more than 
six ounces, ovon when whlakv is n«eded, 
this will work no hardship on th# phy- 
sician who would prescribe liquor for le- 
gitimate purposes 


Reports are required to bo made which

PIEDMONT TUXES 


The Report Calls for Raise of 


Assessment Values 


$7,500,000. 


PIEDMONT, April 19—The report tot 
the committee on taxation, headed "by 
President Hugtt Craig of the town trus- 
tees, has been filed with that body. It 
calls for a large increase in the assess- 
ments of the town, quoting many in- 
stances where land and property are un- 
dervalued. The gross assessable /values 
In Piedmont are, In the report, $11,000,- 
000, against 13,500,000, the amount of the 
assessments of, last year 
The new fig- 
ures on realty are {7,500,000, including 
personal property. 
The city of Piedmont covers an arc- 
of 1100 acres, with assessed county values 
for 1911-1912 as follows: Heal estate, 
$2,277,600, improvements, $1,111,700; per- 
sons! property. S14S,?00 and money and 
I credits, $3000, making a total of $3,542,000. 
The aanitary district has 800 acres, as- 
sessed at $3,104,300. It was established 
sixteen years ago and was later~lncorpo- 
ratcd In the town. 
The average assessed value under the 
old system was $2000 an acre, according 
to Craig, a great undervaluation, as $8000 
per acre Is the cheapes1 price he savs 
at which a land purchase Is possible, 
The value runs as high as $28.000 per 
acre In some localities. He aiso states 
that in some cases property was assessed 
for about one-tenth its value. 
The Improvements were fou>!'! to con- 
sist of 573 dwellings, 
43 atables, 80 
garages and ten shacks. These are valued 
at $3,048,12S against $i,lll,70u -of— last 
year, with SOO Houses. 
At the recent municipal campaign tlv 
railing of the assessments on which Craig 
was working was made an Issue In a 
fight against him. He won by a large 
majority. 
The new assessments, he 
stated, do not affect the small property 
holder BO much as the owners of large 
homes and renl estate tracts 
He wag 
bitterly opposed by the "millionaire fac- 
tion of the town.

The ultra-fashionables go in more for the supper dance than 


for the dinner and theater parties. That necessitates keeping 
the young people waiting around all the evening unless they ac- 
cept another theater party engagement. There' is far too much 
to do in one evening for young girls and boys. It is trying for 
older people to crowd in four engagements in one evening; it is 
too strenuous, especially for girls. The young eyes cannot en- 
dure and improve under the strain of too much light and loss of 
sleep. The young limbs cannot stand the strain of too much ex- 
ercise in dancing without relaxation and rest. The complexion 
is the first to suffer. Loss of sleep will cause the moisture to dry- 
up in the cells and tissues and cause colorless and parched cuticle'1 
to take the place of the fresh, youthful skin. Nature will not be 
defied. She will repay every affront. 
Her rules are adamant- 


She gives us everything we need to be perfect and beautiful— 
fresh air, sunlight and flowers, all to beautify ourselves with— 
and she gives us darkness to rest in. Even the rain and fog have 
their beneficial effects upon our complexions. 


I cannot but think that the parents themselves are to blame.

Manners are the first requisite in

The board was .ordered to show cause ' 


In the matter on Monday, April. 22, when 
the case \\ill be heard. 
The injunction 


application la based on the claim that 
the appointment of City Architect J. J. 
Donovan is illegal, and Is sworn to by 
James H. Pedgiift. 


The consideration of the plans, filed 


last Monday by Donovan, and the archi- 
tects he chose to aid him In the work, 
was the principal business scheduled for 
last night's meeting, the rest being pure- 
ly routine. The meeting was adjourned 
almost Immediately after the Injunction 
was served, and the members 
of 
the 


board looked over the plans as indi- 
viduals, after adjournment. 


The suit for an injunction is directed 


by Pedgrift against Mayor Frank 
K 


Mott, the city council. 
City 
Auditor 


George P. Gross, City Treasurer Edwin 
Meese, J. J Donovan, the board of edu- 
cation and Superintendent of Schools J. 
W. McClymonds. 
The school board is 


enjoined in the document from passing 
or considering anv plans filed by Dono- 
vatf or his assistants, Meese and Gross 
and the city council from approving the 
payment of fees to any of the architects 
in the list named by Donovan, or 
to 


Donovan himself. 
It is stated in the 


complaint that Donovan named his as- 
sistants before he took an oath. The 
assistants Include John Galen Howard, 
L,. P. Hobart, L. C. Mirigardt, E. E. Le- 
land and W. W. Briete. 


WILL DELAY WORK. 


The matter of the plans, on account 


of tha papers served, must bo postponed 
until after the case has been heard be- 
fore Judge Murphey, who has ordered tha 
directors to show cause why the injunc- 
tion should not be granted. 
The docu- 


ment, when served, was received without 
comment and filed. 
No mention was 


made of the plans until after the meet- 
Ing. 


The complaint upon which the appli- 


cation for an injunction was based con- 
tains a lengthy history of the forming of 
the Oakland charter, the duties it im- 
poses on Its officials, and sets forth that 
each must take an oath before assuming 
its duties. Donovan's oath was not filed, 
states the complaint, at the time he 
appointed his assistants, and this, ac- 
cording to Pedgrift, invalidates all the 
work that has been done. 


"Purporting to act as city architect," 


says the complaint, "prior to taking ot 
filing an oath as required oy ths cnar- 
tnr. #ald J. J.' Donovan entered into a 
contract with certai narchitects and as- 
sistants, some or whom are. hereinafter 
named, to assist In the preparation of 
plans for the erection of school buildings 
In the city of Oakland and for the su- 
pervision and managempnt of the worll 
of construction." 


The complaint then asks that the dif- 


ferent officials named be ,ordesed to 
withhold action on any plans submitted 
by the architects affiliated with Dono- 
van.

meeting, set for next Friday, a week 
from today, the scope of activities will 
be laid out upon definite unes and 
the object of the new organization 
more clearly determined. 


PtmPOSE OP ORGANIZATION. 
Yesterday's meeting was the result 


of a decision on the part of a num- 
ber of patriotic Oakland women that 
something should be done to arouse 
the sentiment of the community to a 
realization of the need of removing 
various unpleasant blights on the city's 
appearance before the world's fair 
viators arrive. It was the sense of 
the meeting yesterday that the new 
organization would achieve its pur- 
pose.

as well as frent gardens; to endorse 
the idea of sidewalk trees; to fight 
the bill board evil, and in general 
conduct a campaign of education In 
matters pertaining to civic beauty and 
cleanliness.

He referred to many enter- 
prises coming here, mentioning par- 
ticularly a well-known tourist agency 
that contemplated Inaugurating an 
automobile service which would en- 
able strangers to tour the east bay 
cities at one-quarter of the present 
cost. 


Landscape Architect Prager at- 
tracted attention by advocating that 
the sum of 710,000 be Included in 
the city's next budget to permit of 
Installing a comprehensive syitem of 
curb trees. He pointed out that many 
new tracts Just being opened did not 
permit of the planting of trees, be- 
tween curb and sidewalk being leas 
than four fe.et, the limit cf space 
needed for the purpose.

WASHINGTON, 
April 19.—Wholesale 


prices of food products Increased 2 per 
cent during 1911 over the previous year, 
although wholesale prices generally, of 
257' articles, declined 1.7 per cent. An 
Investigation of the bureau of labor Into 
wholesale prices disclosed these facts. 


The fluctuation from month to month 


was small, with a slight upward ten- 
dency during the latter half of the year. 
There was a noticeable decline in prices 
of metals and implements.

McCloskey of HOS Spruce street, is in re- 
ceipt of letters from her son, S. Byron 
McCloskey, a young raining hian at pres- 
ent In Mexico, in which he sheds inter- 
esting light upon the Mexican rebel cap- 
ture, ol -Parral and the sacking of the 
town, which was followed by the execu- 
tive of Thojnas Fountain, American gun- 
ner. 
He -declares that American stores 


in Farral were sacked by the rebels, a 
fact which has been strenuously denied 
In dispatches censored by tbe rebels. 


McCloskey has beet In Mexico since 


August and has seen some of the hottest 
fighting? in the revolutionary campaign in 
the neighborhood of Parral. In order to 
escape the censors ar.d get the real facts 


McCloskey. Fountain sought refuge on the 
roof of one of the houses. There he stayed 
without food or water for seventy-two 
hours. At last, half-crazed by hunger and 
thirst, he was forced to quit his hiding 
place and surrender to the rebels, against 
whom he had been fighting. 


The day following his surrender he 


was shot down by the rebel troops. 
It 


was this execution that led primarily to 
American representations to Orozco and 
the latter's refusal to treat with the 
American consul.
